The best public sale of thorough- 
breds ever held in Kentucky took place 
Tuesday at Wilson’s Horsemen’s Head- 
quarters in Lexington. The prices 
mark a new record, as the highest price 
ever paid before at public auction in 
Kentucky for a brood mare was $10.- 
UOO for Vitorine. Two broodmares 
were sold Tuesday, one for $10,000 and 
one for $12,000. 

Capt. W. Harry Brown, who became 
the master of the famous Senoriata 
Stud established in Fayette county by 
his brother, the late Captain S. S. 
Brown, ''of Pittsburg, bought Audience, 
an untried brood mare, for $12,000. He 
also paid $8,000 for the sitxeen year-old 
Reckon, $5,600 for Performance, $5,500 
for Run of Luck, $4,000 for Ascot Belle, 
$2,700 for the twenty-one-year-old 
Senorita. All of the mares named 
were consigned to the sale by the es- 
tate of the late Captain Brown. Harry 
Payne Whitney, of New York, paid 
$10,000 for Sallie of Navarre, outbid- 
ding Captain Brown $500 to get the 
mare. 

The most sensational sale of the day, 
however, was that of Garry Hermann. 
This handsome son of Imp. Esher and 
Silk Gown by Longfellow, was purchas- 
ed by Capt. W. Harry Brown fcr $14,- 
600. 

Of the estate of the lute S. S. Brown 
there were twenty-five head offered for 
sale. They brought a total of $84,200, 
or an avearge of $3,500 a head. 

The average of the day sale amount- 
ed fo $890 a head. During the day 
there were sold 121 head that went fcr 
$125,790. During the night sale there 
were fifty-seven head of yearlings sold, 
bringing a total of $8,610. 

One hundred and eighty-four head of 
stallions, ,brcod mares, yearlings and 
weanlings went under the hammer 
Wednesday fora total of $25,375. Ori- 
mar, a son of Sir Dixon and imp. Prarie 
Queen, consigned by J. T. Stewart, of 
Amsterdam, N. Y.. was bought by 
Martin Doyle, of Bourbon county for 
$200. This good horse is one of tne few 
stallions in America who have been re- 
tired to the stud with a mile in 1 :33 to 
his credit.

An East Indian Flab That Travel* 

Over the Land. 

As a rule, fish come out of the water 
only at the end of a line or by other 
involuntary process, but the climbing 
perch of the East Indies thinks noth- 
ing of leaving a pool with which it is 
not satisfied and starting overland - in 
search of one more to its taste. 

This usually happens as a result of the 
evaporation of a pool in the extreme- 
ly dry season. When the fish decide 
that the water in the particular pool 
formed during the rainy season is in 
danger of drying out completely they 
make all preparations for moving and 
late at night or early in the morning 
deliberately climb the banks and start 
off in search of some more commodious 
pool or stream not in danger of going 
dry. When the journey is made at the 
hour it usually is the fish are favored 
by the heavy dew which lies on the 
grass, but if an emergency arises they 
will boldly strike out at noontime along 
the dusty road. 

They travel by means of the strong 
bony fins which are full of sharp 
spines, like those of the common perch.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. — President

partment, and excitement among the 
negroes was brought forcibly to the at- 
tention ot the administration by a mass 
meeting here, in the course of which 
j President of the United States was 
denounced bitterly and the 2,000 
negroes refused to sing the national 
hymn when called upon by the chair- 
man, greeting the request with a storm 
of hisses In the course of the meet- 
ing Dr. Walter Brooks, a negro physi- 
cian, announced that it wa« decided 
to call upon the 10,000 negro ministers 
throughout the country to urge from 
the pulpit a boycott on the army by all 
negroes. Calvin W. Chase, a negro at- 
torney, declared that President Roose- 
velt was and always has been an 
enemy to the race. In support of his 
statement he read what purported to 
be a receipt signed by Mrs. Bullock- 
grandmother of the President, for the 
sum of $800 paid as purchase money for 
a young woman slave, one of the Bul- 
lock family servants. 

“That woman was sold,” declared 
Chase, “to raise money to buy the 
trousseau for President Roosevelt’s 
mother. It need be no wonder that 
the President is against the black 
man.”

>ity, which was issued iu 17S6, them

John Bean, GO Broadway, as “surgeon 
and tooth pullet ;” S. Crygier, 69 Cherry 
street, “punch aud porter house;” Jo 
Deleplane of 132 Queen street, “Quaker 
speaker;” D. Hitchcock, 89 Queen 
street, “house carpenter and undertak- 
er;” John Hogland, 93 Queen street, 
“fiddler, etc.;” Henry II. Kip, 25 King 
street, “inspector of pot and pearl 
ashes;” John Nltchie, 7 Garden street,

It Was Once an Important Test of 
Guilt or Innocence.

To his great 
satisfaction as well as discomfort he 
promptly sank. The day arrived and 
with it an immeuse crowd to see the 
trial. The first priest sank, the second 
floated, the third sank, the fourth float- 
ed, the fifth sank, and then Anselm 
himself— wonder of wonders— in spite 
of experiments and protested Innocence 
floated around with the buoyancy of an 
air bubble. While he was serving his 
sentence in prison Auselm found time 
to write a learned treatise on the “In- 
expediency of the Water Ordeal and 
Its Failure In Many Cases.”

Dots gave in- 
formation as to his position and for- 
tune, and the expression of his face 
was shown by a decorative flower. 

The stranger’s religion was told by 
the punctuation after his name. If he 
wag a Catholic It was a period, if a 
Jew a dash, if he was a Lutheran a 
semicolon and no stop at all indicated 
him a nonbeliever. 

So a man’s morals, character and 
appearance were pointed out by the 
pattern of his passport, and the author- 
ities could tell at a glance whether he
